YEP, I did just that many years ago with 2N3819 50V Jfets. It worked 
fairly well, as long as the gain was kept down. I even put a HV 
transistor pair in the 26D6 (I think it was) audio section. 

It all worked fairly well, but since I was a novice and not very 

well versed in things like proper biasing, it was very touchy to 

run. IF EACH FET is properly biased according to the current you 
need to pass through the device (maybe 5ma if I remember right), 

then it can be tamed relatively easily. 


Take 7 and 9 pin submin socket plugs (hard to find but may still 

be made by Vector if they still exist) and wire a triode Jfet into 
each stage or functional block required. 12AU7 dual triodes were 
easy, but the RF/IF amps and the mixers were a bit more problematic, 
but could be made to function relatively well with a little playing 
with resistors.
